■ The Community Preservation Committee reviews 
community-nominated projects to determine the best 
use of these funds and then brings recommendations 
to Annual Town Meeting. The community is free to 
pitch ideas anytime during the year. 

■ The committee will meet again on Tuesday. Feb. 21 to 
hear a final round of proposals before voting on which 
projects to recommend. Any group that intends to 
apply for CPA funds this year must submit by Wednes¬ 
day, Feb. 15.

who used to buy houses 
from the state for a dollar 
in order to transform them. 
This time around, she’s 
working with Hoadley 
Martinez Architects, a local 
firm, and Gledhill Construc¬ 
tion, also local. 

“They have the same 
vision 1 do of honoring the 
space but also giving it a 
nice, new, modem feel," Wil¬ 
liams said. 

Demolition is already in 
progress, with construction 
slated to ramp up toward 
the end of February. Wil¬ 
liams expects that at least 
the main building will be 
done sometime in June. 

The three buildings, orig¬ 
inally built in the 1800s to 
supply electricity to all the 
town’s streetlights, need a 
complete rehab. Williams 
arrived on site the other day 
to find the floor torn up and 
water pooling underneath 
it. The property will need 
septic, heat, water, and 


electrical systems. Only the 
bare skeletons of the original 
buildings will be salvaged. 

Despite the amount of 
work that the property 
requires, W illiams has had a 
vision for it since she moved 
to Cohasset eight years ago. 
She requested a tour the 
moment it went on the 
market. An unexpected view 
of Sanctuary Pond behind 
the buildings clinched the 
deal. 

The main building will 
become living space, with 
bedrooms on the first floor 
and one on the to-be-added 
second story. Williams said 
that adding a second story, 
which was once a feature of 
the original structure, will 
offer a view of the pond, with 
the natural beauty’ of hawks 
and swans juxtaposed next 
to the urban fixture of the 
commuter rail train tracks. 

The rear building, des¬ 
tined to become Williams’ 
art studio, has 14-foot 
ceilings and industrial, rein¬ 
forced glass windows. Soon 
it will have barn-like verti¬ 
cal siding consistent with the 


feel of the town. 

The building itself will 
be a project, but when 
it’s done, Williams looks 
forward to using it for 
sculpting and larger public 
art projects. She also hopes 
to share the space with her 
artistic friends, though 
not on a rental basis, since 
the property isn’t zoned 
commercially. 

Instead, the focus will be 
on community and paying 
it forward. The neighbors 
seem to be in favor and are 
glad to see something being 
done with the decrepit old 
buildings, according to 
early conversations with 
Williams. 

The third and final build¬ 
ing is a concrete block with 
giant garage doors, which 
Williams hopes to transform 
into a yoga studio - again, 
not for business purposes, 
but just for her own practice 
and to share with friends. 

The result will be what 
Williams called a “multipur¬ 
pose arts space," complete 
with a sculpture garden 
where she and others can 


display their works. 

‘There’s all sorts of things 
you can do to make this 
Earth a better place with 
what you have at hand,” 
said Williams, and that’s 
exactly what she’s doing by 
transforming this eyesore 
into something beneficial 
for both herself and for her 
community. 

Currently, Williams makes 
fine stone jewelry and other 
art projects in the old barn 
behind her Doane Street 
home. Visit BoundEarth. 
com to see some of her 
past creations. But looking 
ahead, the 20-by-20 square 
foot space no longer fits her 
artistic goals. 

“I’ve been a jeweler for 
over 20 years," said Wil¬ 
liams. “I’m at a point in my 
career and spiritual life that 
designing jewelry for the 
rich and famous has lost its 
luster. I want to do some¬ 
thing that better serves the 
greater good."

imagine if a train were 
stuck on the rails at South 
Station. This blockage could 
stop all the other trains 
from getting around it and 
compromise the function 
of the entire transit system. 
In the same way, a blockage 
in the cranial cervical junc¬ 
tion can gum up the entire 
bodily system, since all the 
nerve tracks leaving the 
brain pass through it. 
Remove the blockage, 


said McCarthy, and normal 
operations will resume. 
That’s what specific chiro¬ 
practic does, and that’s what 
his team of 10 will be bring¬ 
ing to Colombia on April 7 
through 14. The trip is coor¬ 
dinated through the Times 
Square Church missions 
program. 

“The purpose of going is 
that there aren’t very many 
specific chiropractors prac¬ 
ticing in the world,” said 
McCarthy, a 2007 graduate 
of Cohasset High School.

T ake a deep breath. It might make 
you feel better. A new study found 
that a specific kind of yogic breath¬ 
ing can help calm anxiety and alleviate de¬ 
pression, according to researchers at the 
University of Pennsylvania. The research 
suggests that a comprehensive yoga-breath¬ 
ing-based program may be a promising 
new low-cost therapy for improving men¬ 
tal health and well-being. 


How it works 

The meditation technique, which is 
practiced in both a group setting and at 
home, includes a series of sequential, 
rhvthm-speeific breathing exercises that 
bring people into a deep, restful and med¬ 
itative state: slow and calm breaths alter¬ 
nated with fast and stimulating breaths. 
Past studies have found that yogic breath¬ 
ing benefits people suffering from milder 
forms of depression, depression associat¬ 
ed with alcohol dependence and major de¬ 
pression. 

“The next step in this research is to 
conduct a larger study evaluating how 
this intervention impacts brain structure 
and function in patients who have major 
depression,” Sharma said. 


Supplement to meds 

Anxiety disorders are the most common 
mental illness in the United States, af¬ 
fecting 40 million adults 18 and older, or 
18 percent of the population, according to 
the National Institute of Mental Health. 
About 37 million Americans practice yoga 
as a way to feel relaxed, be more flexible, 
get rid of stress and promote a positive self- 
image, according to the 2016 Yoga in 
America study. 

This new study, published in the Journal 
of Clinical Psychiatry, found that a breath¬ 
ing-based meditation practice known as 
Sudarshan Kriya yoga helped alleviate se¬ 
vere depression in people who did not ful¬ 
ly respond to antidepressant treatments. 

In the study, researchers found signifi-

traveler who speaks on life, 
dreams and happiness.

Which side of history will Cohasset stand on?

O n Monday, I sang 
the praises of 
Google for choos¬ 
ing to highlight Fred 
Toyosaburo Korematsu’s 
90th birthday. Korematsu, 
an American citizen by 
birth but an ethnic Japa¬ 
nese by heritage, lost his 
constitutional challenge in 
1944 when he argued that 
the Supreme Court should 
rule unlawful an execu¬ 
tive order allowing the 
U.S. military to round up 
people of Japanese heritage 
living on the west coast 
and corral them in camps 
where they could do no 
harm against U.S. interests 
as we executed our war 
strategy against Japan. 

I wrote to local elected 
officials (Selectmen 
and School Committee) 
expressing my delight that 
such a towering figure in 
U.S. history was featured 
by Google. I expressed 
delight that Google had 
chosen to illuminate the 
folly of executive over¬ 
reach on computer screens 
around the world. 


I read Google’s deci¬ 
sion as a clear rebuke of 
President TYump’s execu¬ 
tive order (Protecting The 
Nation From Foreign 
Terrorist Entry Into Thf 
United States). Google’s 
choice was an affirma¬ 
tion of American values, 
a clarion call to citizens to 
stand united in opposition 
to executive actions that 
are anathema to American 
liberty. 

I wrote to elected officials 
to ask, “Which side of his¬ 
tory will Cohasset stand on?" 
Of course, it’s a no-brainer 
today to see the wrongful¬ 
ness of the Supreme Court’s 
ruling in Koretmastsu. Most 
constitutional authorities 
rank the Korematsu decision 
among the worst, yet rank 
the author of the 6-3 ruling, 
Justice Hugo Black, among 
the giants in the history of 
Supreme Court justices. 
After all, it was Black who 
championed Clarence 
Gideon’s right to counsel, a 
staple principle that defines 
American justice.

he is one of the nicest 
people you can meet. An 
intern in my office got her 
picture taken with him 
and when she explained 
that her mother was a 
big fan too, he wrote a 
personal notation for her 
mom. Later he took a 
photo with the Registry 
staff and me. 

The movie was both a 
critical and financial suc¬ 
cess. It opened the Toronto 
Film Festival and it earned 
an Oscar nomination for 
Robert Duvall, for Best 
Supporting Actor. The 
only hitch to my whole 
movie experience was 
when the crew was film¬ 
ing the Registry of Deeds’ 
front door. I thought “This 
is great. My name is on 
door! I am going to make 
the movie!" Little did I 
appreciate that directors 
are sticklers for details. 
Gone were the words 
Norfolk County of Deeds, 
replaced by Crawford 
County. The date changed 
from EST. 1793 to EST. 
1852. And worse yet, I was 
replaced by a Register of 
Deeds named Dennis W. 
Hartig. Oh well, I guess 
there aren’t too many 
people named William 
O’Donnell in Indiana. 


A few years earlier, 
Dedham Square was 
treated to the filming of 
multiple episodes of the 
hit TV series “The Prac¬ 
tice," which starred James 
Spader. The show became 
a spinoff for Boston 
Legal. These particular 
episodes centered around 
Spader’s character, Alan 
Shore, coming back to 
his hometown to defend 
his boyhood friend on a 
charge of murder. Some 
of the filming took place 
in front of the Registry of 
Deeds; also the District 
and Superior Courts were 
used in the filming. 

Again, I almost had my 
marquee moment. An 
assistant director came 
into the Registry and said, 
“You look like a lawyer and 
I responded, “I am one." 

He asked me if I wanted 
to be an extra by walking 
down the street. I thought 
I had done a pretty good 
job because he later asked 
me if I could walk up 
some courthouse steps 
with another person that 
night. I didn’t realize the 
scene would literally take 
all night to shoot in the 
freezing cold. However, 
what really dampened my 
spirits was that my scenes, 


like many would-be actors, 
would fall victim to the 
cutting room floor. 

But the films keep 
coming. Just several 
months ago, some movie 
scenes were shot across 
from the Registry of Deeds 
at the Norfolk Superior 
Court. The movie is about 
the Detroit riots of 1967 . It 
is being directed by Kath¬ 
ryn Bigelow, who won the 
Oscar for Best Director in 
2009 for the Hurt Locker. 
The film is scheduled to 
be released on August 4th, 
50 years to the date of the 
riots. 

We can only hope Hol¬ 
lywood comes again to 
Dedham Square and the 
Registry of Deeds in the 
very near future. Until 
then, with my movie 
career never really taking 
off, I will keep my day job.

C hristine Murphy, 
Co-Founder of 
Safe Harbor 
Cohasset Coalition co¬ 
hosted a very powerful 
presentation recently at 
Willcutt Commons, “THE 
OTHER TALK’ along¬ 
side Jen Rowe, Assistant 
DA of Norfolk County, 
Traci Wojciechowski of 
Caron Treatment Centers 
and Amber Brennan, a 
Bridgewater State Uni¬ 
versity Sophomore. 

Christine welcomed 
the audience and got 
right to the facts by shar¬ 
ing results of a student 
survey given to Cohas¬ 
set students regarding 
underage alcohol and 
drug use. Christine’s 
message was clear; the 
numbers are real, it’s 
happening in our com¬ 
munity, talk to your kids, 
listen to your kids, know 
who their friends are and 
pay attention to where 
they go. Be a parent, not 
a pal. 

Jen Rowe, followed 
by talking about what 
is happening in Nor¬ 
folk County. She gave 
real numbers of fatal 
overdoses that are 
staggering. Jen talked 
about the Good Samari¬ 
tan law that is in effect 
today. She stressed the 
importance of calling 
911 to save a friend’s life; 
don’t be afraid of the 
consequences. 

Jen’s goal was to arm 
parents and caregivers 
with critical information 
on college alcohol and 
drug use as well as to let 
them know that it’s okay 
to have that “Other Talk" 
with your kids. Don’t be 
afraid to be honest with 
them and let them know 
that they will be faced 
with temptations and 
it’s okay to make healthy 
choices and the potential 
legal implications they 
will face by making one 
bad choice is just not 
worth all they have to 
lose. 

TYaci Wojciechowski of 
Caron Treatment Centers 
talked to the audience 
about the top 10 fears 
that parents have sending 
their kids off to college 
and the top 10 fears that 
high school seniors have 
leaving home and going 
to college. TYaci gave 
great suggestions about 
keeping the lines of com¬ 
munication open and 
that “The Other Talk” is 
not a “one time’ conver¬ 
sation. She stressed the 
importance of keeping 
the lines of communi¬ 
cation open with your 
children, especially 
during the first six weeks 
of life on campus. 

Do your homework 
when choosing a college. 
Visit college campuses, 
check out the dorms and 
the living situations, 
research the surrounding 
community as if you were 
buying a house there.

Make sure your child 
knows the resources and 
student assisted pro¬ 
grams available to them if 
needed.

She 
talked about the par¬ 
ties, the alcohol and 
drugs on campus and 
the surprising things she 
experienced during her 
first few weeks at school. 
Amber talked about how 
easy it is to get drugs on 
campus and that it only 
takes a phone call to have 
drugs delivered right to 
your dorm. 

After Amber’s “tell all" 
discussion the hands 
went right up. The audi¬ 
ence asked honest, direct 
questions and Amber 
answered honestly and 
didn’t hold back. She 
talked about how addic¬ 
tion runs in her family 
and how lucky she is to 
have parents that were 
very open with her about 
her family history. She 
said her parents went 
over many scenarios 
that she may encounter 
regarding drugs and alco¬ 
hol. She hated to admit 
with a smile that they 
were right. Her parents 
sat up front and listened 
to their daughter talk 
about college life and by 
the looks on their faces, 
they were very proud of 
the way Amber is han¬ 
dling all the struggles, 
temptations and pressure 
of college life.

$18 MIL! JON IN PAY HI RMS (S16) 

House approved 116-44, Senate approved 31-9 and Gov. Charlie Baker vetoed 
an $18 million pay raise package including hiking the salaries of the two leaders 
who filed the bill. House Speaker Robert DeLeo (D-Winthrop) and Senate 
President Stan Rosenberg (D-Amherst), by $45,000 from $97.547to $ 142,5*7. 
The measure also hikes the pay of the Legislature's two Republican leaders, Sen. 
Bruce Tarr (R-Gloucester) and Rep. Bradley Jones (R-North Reading) by 
$37500 from $85,047 to $122,547 Another provision hikes the salaries of the 
states judges by $25,000 and of court clerks over an 18-month period. 

"Given the current fiscal outlook for the state, now is not the time to expend 
additional funds on elected offidak' salaries," Baker said. "This bill is the result 
of a hasty process that included little substantive debate or time for public com¬ 
ment." 

Legislative leaders are confident they have the votes to override a veto as evi¬ 
denced by the 116-44 and 31-9 vote which are more than two-thirds needed. 
Opponents would have to switch ten Democratic votes in the House and five in 
the Senate to sustain the governor’s veto. 

The measure raises the governor's salary by $33,200, from $151,800 to 
$185,000; the lieutenant governor by $30,068, from $134,932 to $165,000; 
secretary of state by $34,738 from $1.30,262 to $165,000; treasurer by $47,083 
from $127,917 to $175,000; auditor by $30,048 from $1.34,952 to $165,000; 
and the attorney general by $44,418 from $130,582 to $175,000. It also bans 
these six constitutional officers and the House speaker and Senate president 
from earning outside income, other than passive income from investments. 

Supporters say that only $1.4 million k for the legklative pay raises while the 
remainder k for hikes for constitutional officers, judges and court clerks. 

The pay raise package made it through the legislature at lightning speed. It 
was only Thursday, January 18, when the temporary Joint Committee on Ways 
and Means held a brief one-hour hearing on a two-year-old report of the Special 
Advisory Commission on the Compensation of Public Officiak. DeLeo and 
Rosenberg have not yet appointed members of any committees so a temporary 
Ways and Means Committee was hastily appointed and assembled for the hear¬ 
ing. The hearing was convened with less than 72-hours-notice to the public. 
Then just a week later on January 25, a pay raise package k approved. 

Rosenberg defended the bill. "We followed overall the recommendations of 
the independent commission that was appointed two years ago," he said. "They 
came back and said that the constitutional officers' salaries are out of line with 
national salaries and ought to be increased... Fair minded people will consider 
the feet that the stipends for the presiding officers have not changed for 33 
years. Who works for the same amount 33 years later?" 

"The Beacon Hill power brokers robbed the taxpayers," said Rep. Jim Lyons 
(R-Andover). "They voted to increase their salaries by over 50 percent. The Re¬ 
publican caucus voted unanimously against this thievery and abuse of power. 
We must end one party rule on Beacon Hill." 

"Thk wasn't myself just thinking during the Christmas holiday that thk 
would be a good thing to do," said DeLeo. "Thk k something which I've been 
hearing about for years. Prom Constitutional officers. I’ve been hearing from 
House members and Senate members and an awful lot of folks." 

Chip Ford, executive director of Citizens for Limited Taxation, said, "These 
cynical actions demonstrate that when the leadership and enough beholden 
members in the Legislature want something badly enough — they just take it 
Disguising it as something at all legitimate required a whole two days.” Ford 
continued, "There was little if any trickery and manipulation that didn’t go into 
thk shameless effort on behalf oflegklative leadership and others with much to 
gain." 

"Strange — no one's talking about the effert these raises will have on bringing 
out more candidates against incumbents," said Sen. Michael Barrett (D-Lex¬ 
ington) who supported the raises. "It’s going to happen. These are the first 
salary adjustments in recent memory big enough to draw the interest of poten¬ 
tial competitors employed in the private sector today." 

Paul Craney, Executive Director of the Massachusetts Fiscal Alliance said. 
The move sends the worst type of message. Good work should be rewarded but 
there’s no good in thk. Salaries and pensions will go up for these lawmakers and 
they’ll be quick to call for more tax hikes." 

"These are serious jobs," said Sen. Will Brownsberger (D-Belmont). "And you 
want people to compete for these jobs and you don't want these guys under fi¬ 
nancial strain. You're talking about the legklative leaders, you don't want them 
under financial strain any more than you want a police officer walking the beat 
under financial strain." 

"I don't think anyone that works in the Legklature as a representative or sen¬ 
ator k struggling to put food on their table or get health care for their families," 
responded Rep. Shaiuna O'Connell (R-Thunton). "And we have people in Mas¬ 
sachusetts that are struggling. We have a budget deficit right now. And the first 
thing that we go in and do, the very first session we have, k to vote on a substan¬ 
tial pay raise." 

In 1998, voters approved by a two-to-one margin a constitutional amend¬ 
ment requiring governors to calculate and announce an increase or decrease in 
legklative salaries every two years. The specific language requires legislative 
salaries to be "increased or decreased at the same rate as increases or decreases 
in the median household income for the commonwealth for the preceding two- 
year period, as ascertained by the governor." 

Under that formula, legislators' salaries were increased by $2,515 for the 
2017-2018 legislative session. The current base pay for legislators is now 
$62547. That hike came on the heels of a salary freeze for the 2015-2016 leg¬ 


islate session, a $1,100 pay cut for the 2013-2014 session and a $306 pay cut 
for the 2011-2012 session. Prior to 2011, legislators' salaries had been raised 
every two years since the $46,410 base pay was first raked under the constitu¬ 
tional amendment in 2001. 

The new $62547 salary means legklative salaries have been raised $16,137, 
or 34.8 percent, since the mandated salary adjustment became pari of the state 
constitution. 

Currently, 101 or more than half of the state’s 200 legislators receive a stipend. 
Thirty-eight of the 40 senators and 63 of the 160 representatives receive bonus 
pay for their service in Democratic or Republican leadership positions, as com¬ 
mittee chairs or vice chairs and as the ranking Republican on some committees. 
Currently, annual stipends for these positions range from $7500 to $35,000 
above their annual base salary. The bill would Increase many of those stipends 
and the new range would be from $15,000 <0 $65,000. 

The bill requires that every two years the salaries of the governor, the other 
five constitutional statewide officers and the House speaker and Senate presi¬ 
dent be increased or decreased based on data from the Bureau of Economic 
Analysk (BEA) that measures the quarterly change in salaries and wages. It 
also requires that the same formula be used every two years to increase or de¬ 
crease the stipends that 99 other legislators receive for their service in Demo¬ 
cratic or Republican leadership positions, as committee chairs or vice chairs 
and as the ranking Republican on some committees. 

The measure puts an end to legklative per diems which are travel, meak and 
lodging reimbursements collected by the legislators. These reimbursements are 
given to legislators above and beyond their regular salaries. 

The amount of the per diem varies and is based on the city or town in which a 
legklator resides and its distance from the Statehouse. In 2016,103 or more 
than one-half of the state's 200 legislators were paid per diems totaling 
$278,601. 

Another provision increases the annual general expense allowance for each 
legklator from $7,200 to $15,000 for members whose districts are within a 50- 
mile radius of the Statehouse and to $20,000 for districts located outside of 
that radius. The most recent increase in the general expense allowance was a 
hike from $3,600 to $7,200 in 2000. 

Thk allowance is used at the discretion of individual legislators to support a 
variety of oosts including the renting of a district office, contributions to local 
civic groups and the printing and mailing of newsletters. Legislators are issued 
a 1099 from the state and are required to report the allowance as income but are 
not required to submit an accounting of how they spend it 
Under current federal law, which the bill does not affect, these same legisla¬ 
tors who live more than 50 miles from the Statehouse are eligible for a special 
federal tax break. A1981 federal law allows them to write off a daily expense al¬ 
lowance when filing their federal income tax return. The complicated system 
determines a daily amount ostensibly for meak, lodging and other expenses in¬ 
curred in the course of their jobs, which can be deducted for every 'legislative 
day." 

Under the Massachusetts Legislature's system and schedule, every day of the 
year qualifies as a legklative day. The Legislature does not formally "prorogue" 
(end an annual session) until the next annual session begins. This allows these 
legklators to take the deduction for all 365 days regardless of whether the Leg¬ 
islature k meeting or not Legklators do not even have to travel to the State- 
house to qualify for the daily deduction. 

The amount of the deduction k based on the federal per diem for Massachu¬ 
setts. It varies from year to year. The daily per diem for legislators for 2016 varies 
in different parts of the state and is seasonal. It ranges from $162 per day to 
$366 per day or between $59,130 and $133590 annually. It k estimated that 
more than one-third of the state's 200 legislators qualify for this deduction and 
are eligible to pay little or no federal income tax on their legklative salaries. 

Other provisions of the pay hike package give a $65,000 housing allowance 
for the governor. Massachusetts k one of only six states that supplies neither a 
governor’s residence nor a housing allowance, even as Boston has the among 
the most expensive housing market of any of the state capitak. 

The package also has an emergency preamble attached to it That means it 
goes into effect immediately instead of in the usual 90 days. The preamble says, 
"Whereas, the deferred operation of thk art would tend to defeat its purpose, 
which is to make certain changes in law for compensation of public officials, 
therefore, it k hereby declared to be an emergency law, necessary for the imme¬ 
diate preservation of the public convenience." 

Voters are not allowed to collect signatures to put a question repealing the pay 
raises on the November 2018 ballot because the package includes judicial pay 
hikes which under the Massachusetts Constitution cannot be the subject of a re¬ 
peal on the ballot. 

"The judges were included because judges haven’t had a pay raise in a couple 
ofyears and were below the national average [in pay]," said Rosenberg. 'We are 
having trouble recruiting people to apply for judgeships." 

Ford responded, "With such careful thought and consideration given to the 
mechanics of thk legklation, thk certainly cannot be unintentional. It k to en¬ 
sure that thk pay grab is referendum-proof, preventing any kind of citizen input 
whatsoever, every step along the way, and beyond,"

Cohasset has 
assembled the Master 
Plan Steering Committee 
to do precisely that as the 
town enters phase two of 
the master planning pro¬ 
cess. The board had its first 
meeting on Jan. 19. 

A Master Plan docu¬ 
ments a community’s goals 
and helps manage growth 
and change while pro¬ 
tecting the resources and 
character of the town. The 
committee’s first task is to 
review data from last year’s 
Research, visioning sessions, 
iynd survey and release an 
REP for a consultant to help 
develop the plan. 

The committee comprises 
13 members: two from the 
Board of Selectmen, two 
from Planning, and one 
each from Affordable Hous¬ 
ing, Alternative Energy, 
School, Capital Budget, 
Conservation, Zoning, 
Open Space, and a group 
representing the inter¬ 
ests of the harbor, plus a 
citizen-at-large.

Attorney General Maura 
Healey on Monday night 
assailed President Donald 
Thimp as “a president who 
doesn’t seem to understand 
what is lawful." 

Speaking at a town-hall 
style forum at Derby Acad¬ 
emy in Hingham, Healey 
said 'Dump's weekend execu¬ 
tive order against refugees 
and immigration from some 
Muslim countries is uncon¬ 
stitutional, and showed his 
“callousness." 

“He dot-s not have a man¬ 
date for much of what he 
promised,” she told a packed, 
overwhelmingly Democratic 
auditorium audience of500. 
"And we are going to remind 
him." 

1 lealey’s political conunittee 
and South Shore Democrats 
had scheduled the event long 
before TVump’s Friday night 
order set off waves of protests 
at airports in Boston, New 
York and other cities.The 
fbmm was the fifth Healey has 
held around the state since the 
2016’ election. 

Trump campaigned on 
a pledge to clamp down on 
Middle East refugees, and 
within hours after he issued 
his Friday order, travelers from 
Syria and six other Middle East 
countries were detained and 
in some instances forced onto 
return flights, even though 
they had visas or were legal 
permanent U.S. residents. 

The order also temporar¬ 
ily shut down the entire U.S. 
refugee program, leaving some 
refugees in legal limbo. 

Healey repeatedly said the 
executive order is “unlawful" 
and “unconstitutional." She 
told her audience that she’ll 
join Washington’s governor 
and attorney general and 
the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Unions challenges to the 
order. 

On Sunday she’d already- 
joined 15 other state attor¬ 
neys general in a statement 
condemning the temporary 
IrnTiignttinuitiifi^vshirtclcxvTis. 
“1 can tell you that your fear 
and concern is shared across 
the country," she said. 

During a question-answer 
session, Healey spent as much 
time urging her audience 
- and concerned citizens in 
general -- to get involved in 
many ways, from calling Con¬ 
gress members on issues to 
volunteering as English lan¬ 
guage tutors for immigrants. 

“I need you to stay strong 
and stay focused,” she said. 
“People make stuff happen in 
this country. People need to 
speak out, day after day after 
day." 

For starters, she suggested 
that everyone quit paying 
attention to Thumps incessant 
tweets.

“Pay attention to what he’s 
doing, not what lie’s tweeting," 
she said. 

Healey- drew a ripple of “oh 
no” reactions when she said 
Thump may soon issue a nex- 
ecutive order that would strip 
anti-discrimination protection 
for lesbians, gays and trans¬ 
gender people in a wide range 
of areas, from employment 
and social services to busi¬ 
nesses and adoption services.
